says a Stanford professor, do bet­ 
ter than their less brainy contem­ 
poraries in virtu ally all things ex ­ 
cept one— they have fewer chil­ 
dren. 
It is dou btfu l if tney have large 
enou gh families “to m aintain their 
stock.” said Dr. Lewis M. Terman 
in reporting to the International 
Cou ncil for Ex ceptional Children 
last night on the careers of 1,450 
gifted persons 
he 
selected 
as 
you ngsters and traced to the age 
of 35. 
The professor emeritu s of psy­ 
chology said the grou p had only 
1,500 offspring by 1945. little more 
than one child pe 
family. 
Bu t he has tested 400 of tiie 
I children and has fou nd abou t 30 
per cent are as smart as their 
parents. 
They have “I. Q.'s” of 
140 or higher— 10 t > 12 times the 


w hat I fou nd on my first visit 
to India more than thirty years 
ago. 
The spirit of progress was 
in the air, bu t it was largely a 
m an’s world. Ex cept for the low­ 
est class, women as a whole ■were 
kept in pu rdah. 
That is, they 
were seclu ded from the company 
of men not members of their own 
family and were closely veiled 
in pu blic.

The prince w'as deeply in love 
with his princess and among the 
things he had done for her hap­ 
piness was bu ild a beau tifu l gar­ 
den close to the palace.
